The invention set forth in claims 4-6 does not 
involve an inventive step in the light of documents 1, 2 
and 5 and document 3 cited in the international search 
report. Document 3 discloses a feature wherein a 
treatment plan can be corrected from a nurse's portable 
data terminal. Since the correction of a treatment would 
include cancelling the administration of medication or 
setting a period of cancellation, it would be easy for a 
person skilled in the art to apply the features disclosed 
in documents 2, 3 and 5 to the system disclosed in 
document 1, thereby deriving the invention set forth in 
claims 4-6. 

The invention set forth in claim 7 does not involve 
an inventive step in the light of documents 1, 2 and 5. 
The matter of the form in which accumulated data is 
disclosed is one that a person skilled in the art can 
determine as necessary. 
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
